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During  the  School  Year  14,007  ROUTINE  MEDICAL 
INSPECTIONS  were  completed  of  all  new  entrants  and  all 
pupils  aged  9 (born  1945),  13  (born  1941),  and  16  years 
(born  1938).  Medical  Inspection  wasi  also  carried  out  on 
children  attending  the  Nursery  Classes  in  Schools'. 

4,592  children  aged  7 (born  1947)  had  their  vision  and 
hearing  tested,  and  1,795  children  were  also  examined  by  the 
Medical  Officers  before  proceeding  to  the  Camp  Schools  and 
France. 

The1  School  Nurses  paid  1,472  Home  Visits  during  the  year. 

19.8  per  cent,  of  all  children  examined  at  Routine  Inspec- 
tions were  notified  to  parents  as  requiring  treatment  (exclud- 
ing uncleanliness  and  dental  caries). 

340  children  under  school  age  were  also  examined  and 
treatment  prescribed.

The  TWO  SPECIAL  SCHOOLS  for  physically  and  mentally 
handicapped  children,  two  schools  for  the  DEAF  and  one  for 
the  SIGHT  SAVING,  as  well  as  TWO  OCCUPATIONAL 
CENTRES  for  children  not  suitable  for  the  Special  Schools, 
have  all  been  visited  regularly  by  the  Deputy  County  Medical 
Officer,  and  periodic  visits  have  been  madte  by  the  Specialists. 

The  Staffs  of  these  schools  merit  high  praise  for  the 
valuable  work  and  assistance  they  give  to  their  pupils.

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0.  B.  EYE  SPECIALIST’S  REPORT. 

There  have  been  no  notable  changes  in  the  work  of  the 
Specialist  Eye  Service  during  the  year.  The  number  of 
■children  examined  continues  to  be  high. 

Clinics  have  been  carried  out  as  formerly  at  Paisley. 
Greenock,  Port-Glasgow,  Johnstone,  Barrhead,  and  Renfrew, 
with  periodic  visits  to  Sight-Saving  Classes  in  order  to  main- 
tain contact  with  children  there. 

Children  with  pathological  eye  conditions  are  brought  to 
the  Eye  Infirmaries  in  Paisley  or  Greenock  thus  preserving 
the  continuity  of  treatment.  Large  number  of  cases  of  squint 
particularly,  have  had  operative’  treatment  in  this  way. 

The  co-operation  of  the  great  majority  of  parents  is 
appreciated  and  is  of  considerable  value  to  the  efficiency  of  the 
Service,  but  it  should  be  remembered  that  a child  who  fails  to 
keep  an  appointment  without  previous  notice  is  depriving 
another  child  of  necessary  attention. 

I have  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  help  of  the  School 
Medical,  Nursing  and  Clerical  Staff.

As  I took  over  this  work  raid  way  through  the  period  under 
review,  a full  survey  is  not  possible. 

There  appears1  to  be  a marked  reduction  in  the  number  of 
cases  attending  the  Clinics,  but  this  is  explained  by  the 
interval  when  no  Specialist  was  available. 

There  is  a reduction  in  the  number  of  new  cases  of 
otorrboea,  which  is  an  encouraging  sign,  but  chronic  otorrhoea 
still  provides  a large  volume  of  work. 

It  is  regretted  that  the  Audiometric  Service  is  at  present 
in  abeyance,  due  to  lack  of  trained  Audiometricians,  but  it  is 
hoped  that  this  may  be  remedied  in  the  near  future.  Meantime 
the  nursing  staff  examine  the  hearing  of  all  children  in  the 

7 year  old  age-group  and  report  any  defect  of  hearing  found. 

Clinics  in  Paisley,  Renfrew,  Barrhead,  Johnstone,  Port- 
Glasgow,  and  Greenock  are  visited  regularly,  and  visits  are 
paid  to  the  Special  Schools  in  Paisley  and  Greenock. 

I should  like  to  record  my  thanks  to  the  medical  and 
nursing  staff  for  their  courtesy  and  co-operation  and  to  tin* 
clerical  staff  for  their  help.

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6.  D.  ORTHOPAEDIC  SPECIALIST’S  REPORT. 


During  the  session  the  work  of  this  Department  has 
remained  almost  stationary..  The  numbers  have  decreased  very 
slightly.  The  type  of  patient  remains  practically  the  same. 

There  is  now  better  accommodation  in  The  Russell 
Institute,  and  a new  Physiotherapist  has  been  appointed,  so 
that  patients  are  now  able  to  get  more  individual  attention 
and  care. 

There  is1  still  some  difficulty  in  dealing  satisfactorily  with 
patients  from  the  Clarkston  and  Cliffnock  areas,  as  the  journey 
from  there  is  difficult  and  time-consuming  for  mothers  with 
small  children.  Thisi  difficulty  could  be  overcome  by  provision 
of  accommodation  in  the  area  concerned  for  physiotherapy 
treatment.

6 D. — Specialist’s  Orthopaedic  Clinics. 
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6.  E.  CHIEF  DENTAL  OFFICER’S  REPORT. 

Dental  Inspection  and  Treatment  were  carried  out  this 
year,  on  children  in  tire  6,  8,  9,  10,  and  part  of  the  7 and  11 
years  age  groups.  The  attendance  of  the  children  at  the  Clinics 
was  good. 

A second  Mobile  Unit  to  provide  a dental  service  for  the 
children  in  the  outlaying  schools'  in  the  Western  Area  of  the 
County  has  been  visiting  these  schools  throughout  the  session. 
It  has  proved  a decided  acquisition.  This  Unit,  together  with 
the  previous1  one,  which  works  in  the  Upper  Area  of  the 
County,  now  supply  a dental  service  whereby  all  the  children 
attending  the  outlying  schools  throughout  the  County  are 
offered  the  opportunity  to  have  their  dental  treatment  carried 
out  by  the  School  Dental  Officers1. 

Under  the  Provision  of  Dentures  Scheme,  114  children  have 
had  partial  dentures  inserted. 

The  Orthodontic  Service  hasi  now  completed  its  first  vear. 
and  details  of  the  treatment  carried  out  are  submitted  in  a 
separate  report.

The  Orthodontic  Service  as  stated  opposite  lias  completed 
its  first  year. 

The  figures,  of  the  work  done  show1  that  the  Orthodontic- 
Service  is  providing  much  needed  orthodontic  treatment  for 
school  children  throughout  the  County. 

The  School  Dental  Officers!,  Medical  Officers,  and  Local 
Dental  Practitioners  have  shown  keenness  in  referring  cases 
for  orthodontic  treatment.  The  number  on  the  waiting  list  is 
high,  which  evidences  the  demand,  and  need  for  such 
treatment. 

Dr.  T.  C.  White,  F.D.S.,  L.D.S.,  D.D.O.,  Chief  Ortho- 
dontic Consultant,  Glasgow  Dental  Hospital,  visits  the  clinics 
in  Paisley  and  Greenock  once  a month,  and  his  valuable  help 
and  co-operation  are  much  appreciated.

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6.  F.  SKIN  SPECIALIST’S  REPORT. 

The  session  1954-55  has  followed  closely  the  pattern  of  the 
previous  session.  Both  the  volume*  of  work  and  the  type  of 
skin  eruption  hast  proved  remarkably  constant. 

At  the  Brymner  Street  Clinic  the  number  of  children 
reporting  with  warts  remains  high.  In  the  majority  of  the 
children  so  affected,  the  warts  are  numerous,  and  on  the 
exposed  parts  where  the  child  is  subject  to  minor  injury  and 
abrasion,  i.e.,  the  knees  and  hands*.  The  search  for  an  efficient 
yet  practicable  method  of  dealing  with  this  widespread 
condition  continues. 

At  the  Russell  Institute  the  number  of  children  seen  with 
birth  marks'  remains'  at  a fairly  high  level.  This  is 
encouraging.  It  is  considered  to  be  of  value  if  mothers  can 
be  encouraged  to  bring  infants  with  birth  marks  at  an  early 
age  for  advice,  a period  of  observation,  and  treatment,  as*  may 
be  deemed  necessary.  e
